What Mr. Burbank has done is to 
produce from the cactus a plant de­ 
stined to be of inestimable value as 
forage and also as food. 
At a model 
nursery established for the propaga­ 
tion (if his discovery in the Salton sea 
district of California there are now 
1,200 of 
these 
growing, 
flourishing 
plants. 
As a result of his long and 
patient la bors he has produced several 
varieties, which, reproducing from the 
leaves broken olT and thrust into the 
ground, will 
yield through succeeding 
generations a limitless sup]fly of food 
and fodder. 
Interesting facts concerning the new 
—cactus announced from the California 
home of tim pjant-life magicia 
elude the following: 
The thornless 
cactus plant 
three 
years old is six feet high, six feet in 
circumference and weighs 500 pounds. 
An acre of ground planted with it wiil 
yield 200 tons of forage aud from IO to 
20 tons of fruit, which workers for Mr. 
Burbank 
pronounce 
more 
delicious 
than oranges, peaches, apples or pears. 
Four tons of cactus fodder 
equal in 
food value one ton of alfalfa, and the 
conclusion from this is that an acre of 
land will produce four times as much 
cactus as alfalfa, 12U tons of alfalfa 
to the acre being considered an excel­ 
lent crop. 
Mr. Burbank estimates that 8,000,000 
acres of unproductive soil throughout 
the world may be utilized to yield the 
wonderful new fruit. 
The 
thornless 
cactus will have a great commercial 
and economic value* The fruit may be 
canned, pickled, preserved, made into 
sirups, or find a ready market in the 
fresh state, and the leaves of tin* plant 
may be 
eaten 
by man, boiled 
as 
greens, fried like an egg plant or eaten 
ar a salad. 
Mr. Burbank and ills aids 
bs ve eaten the products of the plant 
la every style and know that they are 
good. 
For human beings tile product of the 
cactus is said to have more food value 
than any other vegetable, 
containing 
more of the minerals and salts— iron, 
potassium, manganese, calcium, 
mag­ 
nesia and soda—that are uphill biers of 
the nerve cells. 
Some idea of their present 
value 
may be gained from tile knowledge that 
Mr. Burbank sold five leaves for seed 
to an Australian company for $5,<4)0, 
with the proceeds from which he built 
a new bungalow at Santa Rosa, Cal.

For the hist eighteen months the man in the 
street has absolutely dismissed the subject from his mind.

appeared recently announcing the end of the labors of the committee, it read 
like a message from prehistoric times, so wholly had the mere fact of the 
committee’s existence dropped from the public consciousness. 
The committee was appointed to inquire into the conduct of the police in; 
dealdng with ca^es of drunkenness, disorder and solicitation in the streets 
Every man and woman who had a grievance against the police was invited to 
forward a statem ent of his or her case. 
There are some 17,000 policemen in 
the Ixxndon district. 
They are charged with the duty of looking after over 
seven million people. 
They m ake on an average just under 120.000 arrests a 
year. 
The materials therefore are ample for the production of complaints 
Yet from first to last the com m ittee received only three hundred complaints, 
and of these only ninety-nine contained charges of misconduct of varying d 
of srravRy more or less definitely formulated against members of the 
force. 
Nineteen of these came within the terms of reference and were ex 
haustively examined. 
The committee's report amounts to a careful and dis­ 
passionate vindication of the force.—Harper’s Weekly

Conclusions About Mars. 
By Frofeaaor Himon Newcoml), Ph^D 
T is sometimes said th a t we are not justified in Inferring the con­ 
ditions of life in other worlds from what we see on ours, be­ 
cause in each world the form of life will adapt itself to the 
surrounding conditions. 
Now if on our planet we found this to 
be the case—if life were equally abundant everywhere—the argu­ 
ment would be stronger than it is. 
As a m atter of fact, we do 
not find life to flourish in the arctic regions. 
We are therefore 
able to say from our own observation that there are conditions under which 
life, so far as we can judge from experience, will not be much if at all de­ 
veloped. 
It may seem that this tends to lessen our faith in the wide diffusion of any 
high form of life elsewhere, 
and to strengthen the contention of Alfred Rus­ 
sel Wallace 
that there is no other world than our adapted to the production 
of life. 
But this is not the correct conclusion. 
The very fact that we are 
able, 
from» comparing what Is going on in the equatorial and the arctic re­ 
gions 
of our 
planet, to say definitely that the former are highly adapted to 
life, strengthens the contention that under all 
circumstances 
where 
the 
tem perature and other conditions are similar to those which prevail in our 
torrid zone, life will probably be developed on a large scale. 
Of course the existence of life does not imply the development of a race 
endowed with reason. We cannot say anything definite on this point until the 
investigators of human evolution are able to tell us Just how it happened that 
the human race appeared upon our earth when it did. 
It seems to require a 
certain amount of scientific training to avoid forming an opinion when one 
has no grounds of knowledge. 
But it is wfliat the trained investigator of na­ 
ture m ust always learn to do. 
So when he is asked whether ire believes in 
Mfe on Mars, the beet he can say, in the writer’s opinion, is that, so far as we 
can infer from all the facts and principles of science, the conditions seem to 
be unfavorable to any form of life unless of the very lowest order, and that 
he has no opinion as to whether even this order of life actually exists.—F rom 
H arper’s Weekly.

E have hoard the disadvantages of the noiseless gun discussed, 
and it might be well to consider for a moment some of the 
advantages. 
The m atter is of the broadest possible interest and 
therefore should be considered broadly. 
The defence and offence of man for countless centuries have 
been the striking of a blow at a distance. 
The early savages 
struck a single man power blow at a distance of a fc*w yards by 
means of an arrow shot from a bow. 
Mediaeval man struck a ten man power 
blow at a moderate distance by m eans of a large stone hurled from a catapult. Re­ 
cent man struck a blow of several tons at a considerable distance by the aid 
of gunpowder and a metal bullet. 
Modern man strikes a terrific blow across 
miles of space with the accuracy and precision of a hand pointer, with mod­ 
ern high explosives and a rifled gun barrel. 
With a light shoulder arm, not 
very much larger or heavier than a robust walking stick, a man today m ay 
deal out death a mile and a half away. 
Having produced guns which will shoot as far as a man can see effective­ 
ly. further Improvement in means of defence and offence must lie along new 
lines. T he first step in the new line was the production of smokeless powder. 
With this in place of the old black powder no puff of smoke was formed at 
discharge, and location of position became possible of determination only by 
the sound of discharge. The next logical step in the line of improvement wa« 
the silencing of this sound, and this has now been accomplished. 
Ix>cation 
of position has thus become for the first time in history impossible of de­ 
termination. 
The wars of the future will be wars of concealment. 
Engineering skill 
win be more than even called upon. 
An invader, even though he may be 
the stronger in numbers, m ay only advance before a weak defender, under 
concealment. 
Advance will be Infinitely more difficult than it ever has been. 
In short, with the silent rifle, victory will be Immensely more difficult for the 
aswailant to win, while repulse will be immensely more easy for the defender 
to administer. 
This is very far reaching in its possibilities. 
Existing territorial occupa­ 
tion will be more difficult to disturb. 
The weaker will have less to fear from 
the stronger. 
Had men had silent firearms and smokeless powder in the past 
England might not have conquered the Boers and occupied the Transvaal, 
the Japanese might not have invaded Manchuria and driven out the Russians 
If indeed the Russians had been able to secure their original foothold, nor 
the Germans have crossed the Rhine and entered France. 
Certainly, it seems safe to say that any means whereby the weaker are 
made more nearly independent of the stronger tends toward the settlement 
of disputed oue»tions by peaceful means rather than by force. 
The silent 
rifle and smokeless powder of course constitute force; but we must have 
force if peace is to be forced.

large but the stones did pelt down in 
a way th a t th reaten ed to break the 
slate in the roofs.

English sparrow s, as every 
one knows, choose thick foliage trees 
as their roosting places, 
depending 
on the leaves to prore-ct ‘hem from 
the rain. 
But the leaves, ^o m atter 
how* thick, were no protection from 
those heavy hailstones and the sp a r­ 
rows were killed by the hun dreds in 
the vicinity of Miller avenue and Bry- 
den road. 
“In front of the Evangelical Ch/ ch 
th e re are a lot of thick covered m a­ 
ples, 
which 
have formed 
a choice 
roosting place for the sparrow s this 
sum m er. 
T h ere they caught It thick 
and heavy and the slaug hter of the 
birds was fearful. 
Monday morning 
we counted 312 dead sparrow s under 
those trees and no doubt mjmyr_Jliat- 
were killed were swept Into the sew ­ 
e r by the 
storm 
w ater 
th a t 
ran 
through the streets. 
“Some suggested electricity as the 
cause, but there w as no striking by 
lightning in the vicinity and the wires 
of telephone com panies clo not run 
through those trees. 
They m ust have 
been hit by the hailstones, knocked 
into 
the w a te r and 
drow ned.”— Co­ 
lum bus Dispatch.
